May Day Call 
To Metal Unions 


PARIS (ALN). — A call to the 
world's metal workers te mark May 
Day by a fight “against war produc 
tion and for peace production in 
your factories” has been issued by 
the Metal & Engineering Indus- 
tries Trade Union Intl., affiliated 
to the World Federation of Trade 
Unions. The appeal charged that 
“American multi-millionaires, most 
of all those in heavy metal and 
engineering industries,” are “seek- 
ing to dominate the world and pre- 
paring a third world war which will 
ennihilate entire peaceful popula- 
tions.” Stating that metal workers 
must be the vanguard of world 
labor and the fight for peace, it 
called woon them to realize that “it 
is with vour labor that weapons arc 
being .forged for use against your 
class brothers in the socialist and 
colonial countries.” Workers in ll
